BUGS. 


We announced through the columns of 


the Slue Mound Yard Stick, that we were 
desirous of obtaining any or all Insects in- 
jurious to vegetation, and requested far- 
mers and others to send us such speci- 
mens ai they might be able to obtain.— 
As a resalt we are besieged by "bugs" 
from every direction. School boys in the 
vicinity have suceeded in getting us some 
of the very ]best specimens the country 
and season affords. Yesterday we re- 
ceived a neat package through the com- 
pliments of "Uncle Sam," addressed in a 
neat hand, and labeled "BugoJogy," with 
the caution to "bundle with care." We 
cautiously opened the package, all ex- 
pectant to see a scorpion, centipede or 
June-bug (in ;Muy), but were surprised to 
gee a large bug, of a new species, with 
the simpie label, "please classify." We 
ran over the long list of insects described 
by Tenney, JSteele, Hooker and Harris, 
but failed to find any description which 
will apply to our bug. It has the abdo- 
men of the bird-catching mygale (mygule 
avicularia), with all the glowing colors of 
a first-class Hacon county spider, but 
strange to say, has the wings of a bee. 
(A. Ueliflca ) The strangest freak of na- 
ture connected with this wonderful insect 
is the fact that two of its legs are attached 
to the middle of its abdomen, and the 
ovopoaitor is about one inch io length and 
turned forward beneath the insect, run- 
ning its whole length, and held just be- 
neath the antenna: by a short, curved 
proboscis, resembling a fish-hook ia form. 
The bug is one Inch in length, and ex- 
pands one and one-fourth inches. 


We will place this animal on exhibitien 


at^the county superintendent's office on 
Saturday, for one month, and will gladly 
tell any naturalist all va know about it, 
and if possible assist in referring it to its 
proper place in the long list of insecta.— 
We especially invite Prof. Qaatman to as- 
sist us in classifying this disturber of "our 
ability to tell a bug at sight."

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16.—The 


republicans are well pleased with the 
result of last night's caucus, and it is 
the cause of much gratification that no 
disturbing elemnnt showed itself, and 
that entire harmony prevails.

New York.

An effort, 
however, will be made by the friends of 
Mr. Kellogg to divert the discussion 
from its partisan bearing.

PETROLJDM V. NASBT, 


Waitin and Hopin. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—Mr. McDon- 


ald reported from the committee on 
Judiciary, with amendments, the bill in- 
troduoed yesterday by Mr. Eaton mak- 
ing it unlawful to use any part of the 
army and navy at the polls, etc. He 
gave notice that he would call it up to- 
morrow. 


The Judiciary committee has added 


two amendments. The first provides 
that the prohibition against bringing to 
or employing troops at polls shall not 
apply to the use of a military force 
when* necessary "to protect a state 
against invasion." The other amend- 
ment inserts the words, "when the Leg- 
islature cannot be convened" after the 
clause which exempts from prohibition 
the employment of the army or navy to 
enforce the fourth section of Article 4 
of the constitution and laws made in 
pursuance thereof, ''upon application of 
the Legislature or Executive of the 
state." 


Mr. Beck reported from I lie Commit- 


tee on appropriations, with amendments 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
appropriation bill, and gave notice that 
he would call it up at an early day. 


The principal amendments made by 


the committee on appropriations are 
those which Were agreed upon by the 
comrrittee yesterday, including tho 
omission of the House clause directing 
the $10,000,000 reserve to be issued in 
payment of arrears-pensions. 


The resolution authorizing the taking 


of testimony in relation to the claim of 
Mr. Spofford to the seat of Senator 
Kellogg was considered. 


The morning hour was consumed in 


the introduction and reference of bills. 


The Senate amendments to the bill 


providing for certain expenses of the 
present session were concurred in. 


Mr Knott reported back, without 


amendment, the bill, introduced yester- 
day to prohibit military interference at 
elections. 


Mr. Robeson offered a substitute 


making it unlawful to bring to, or em- 
ploy at, any place where a general or 
special election is being held in a state 
any part of the army or navy, unless 
such employment shall be necessary to 
carry out the provisions of. the con- 
stitution, or overcome a forcible ob- 
struction to the execution of the laws 
made in pursuance thereof, and making 
any violation of this act a penal offense. 


The substitute is entitled "A bill to 


further protect the freedom of elec- 
tions." 


Mr. Robeson's substitute was defeat- 


ed—yeas, 93; nays, 121. Only one 
Greenbacker (Ford) voted "aye," and 
eight (De La Matyr, Jones, Ladd, Lowe, 
ilurch, Stevenson, Weaver and Yokum) 
voted "no.1' 


The Republicans filibustered ou the 


bill to prevent the interference of troops 
at elections. All but Gbittenden, Kelly, 
Killingerand Morton declined voting, 
while there were not enough Democrats 
present to constitute a quorum. The 
reason for filibustering was the refusal 
to allow Mr. Conger to offer an amend- 
ment. 


A second "call" was ordered. 


LATER. 


At 2:40 filibustering ceased, and the 


House passed the bill reported this 
morning by Mr, Knott—yeas, 124; nays, 
90—a strict party vote. All the Green- 


managers to press this bill in advance 
of all others pending in the Senate, in- 
cluding the legislative bill. They are 
desirous to ascertain as early as pos- 
sible the course of the 
President 


respecting this measure. They still 
believe that he will sign it, thus helping 
to extricate them from their embar- 
rassment. The bill is regarded by 
members of the Administration as 
wholly unnecessary, 
as 
the 
posse 


comitatus act practically covers the 
same ground. The position taken by 
the Republicans in both Houses may 
induce the President to interpose his 
veto, in order to be in harmony with the 
party. 


Gen. Garfield returned from Ohio to- 


day. 
He said that he had met a large 


number of influential Republicans from 
different sections of the State, and that 
the party was never in such excellent 
condition for a campaign, and that the 
people fully comprehend the pending 
issues in Congress. He thought that 
Secretary Sherman would make a strong 
candidate, but if he were in the Senate 
he would prefer to remain there rather 
than be Governor of Ohio. The infer- 
ence being that Sherman's real objec- 
tive point is to succeed Ttmrman at the 
expiration of President Hayes' adminis- 
tration, instead of being a candidate for 
Governor. As for himself the General 
said that he had several times declined 
to be a candidate for Governor, as he 
preferred to remain in Congress.

An Old Leather Pocket-Book Carried 


ThroHgh the BeTolotionary War still 
im Exlgteice—Its Content*. 


About a month or six weeks ago Mrs. 


Elizabeth Ekel, the wife of John Ekel, 
who died in 1863, passed to the better 
world at the advanced age of eighty years. 
For many years she resided about eight 
miles and a half southeast of Decatur, in 
Blue Mound township. The first wife of 
Mr. Michael Elson, of this city, was a 
daughter of this old lady. Among her 
effects her administrator, Mr. Noah Ja- 
cobs, found an old and well-worn leather 
pocket-book, containing six pieces of

two Ohio $5 bank bills bearing date 1848 
and '51 respectively; and a lot of old cop- 
per coin, dated 1814, 1815, 1818 and 1823. 
Among the coppers is an American half 
cent piece, about the size of a silver 20 
cent piece of to-day, dated 1826. 


The Continental money is printed on 


small pieces of rnde bond paper, 3x2J 
Inches in size, and are of; the following 
denominations: 
One-sixth of a dollar, 


two-thirds of a dollar, one-third of a dol- 
lar, half ;a dollar and a four shilling piece. 


The following is an exact copy of the 


last-named piece:

On the reverse side 
are these words: "Four shillings; to coun- 
terfeit is DEATH. Philadelphia: printed 
by John Dunlap, 1771." 


The other denominations named resem- 


ble each other in shape and form, and 
were all issued in 1776. The half dollar 
piece has a cut representing a sun dial, 
with the sun blazing down upon it. Be- 
neath the dial are the words, "Mind Your 
Business." On the reverse side are a lot 
of rings linked together in a circle, repre- 
senting the thirteen States, and in the 
centre are the words, "We arc one." 


But the rarest specimen in the collec- 


tion is an ancient Spanish silver coin, 
about the size of an American dollar, 
much defaced by nge, bul the date, 1818, 
isslill plainly visible. 


The old pocket-book, with its time- 


worn contenls, had been carefully preserv- 
ed by Mrs. Ekel in her lifetime, and was 
one of her most valued possessions. She 
prized the book very highly, and of ten 
related Ha history, which is too lengthy 
for publication. In brief, the book was 
the property of her husband's father, who 
at one time was on General Washington's 
staff. 
He carried the book with him 


through the revolutionary war, and the 
continental money above described was 
among its contents when he died.

DEAnBiiBTHKEN:—The Lord has indeed 


been good to us as an association. He 
has shown his approval of our work by 
his presence in our meetings, by blessing 
what we have already undertaken, and 
by widening the field of labor belore us. 
In my last report I spoke of our great 
need of Christian workers for our mission- 
ary field. We are still recruiting for this 
branch of service, and are glad to say that 
members enough have already enlisted in 
the work to enable usjtelestablish weekly 
cottage prayer meetings iu three different 
parts of the city. Through these meetings 
we have been able to take the Gospel to 
some who have not given themselves to 
the Lord, and who do not attend ,<u! lie 
worship. We trust that we may be able, 
with God's help, to lead them to the 
Master and a home in the church. 


The following meetings were held by 


the associations during the -past month: 
Daily prayer meetings, 26; young men's 
meetings, (Tuesday eve.) 5; cottage prayer 
meetings, 5; Gospel meetings, 4; jail
